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The Joseph L. Hatton and 
Robert C. Hatton families were 
named Western Palm Beach 
County's *Farm Family of the 
Year" аб a banquet held 
Tuesday night at the Dolly 
Hand Cultural'rts Center. 

Award presenter Wynn Jones 
lauded the Hattons for their 
dedication to local agriculture, 
local community servicé and 
volunteerism. 

The Hattons have been farm- 
ing in the Glade since the early 
1930s. The family left their 
mountain farm in Brutus, 
Kentucky about 1917 to escape 
a flu epidemic. Three children 
survived - two brothers and a 
sister. But leaving Kentucky 
and finally settling into local 
farming in Pahokee in the post- 
depression 1930s took more 
than 10 years. The family first 
migrated to Dania but after а 
few years, moved northward to 
Lake Wales where they owned 
and operated a hotel. 

The lure of the Glades and 
the promise of success for those 
hearty and ` hardworking 
brought the two brothers, later 
known as "Papa Joe" and Uncle 
Bob" to Pahokee about 1930. 
Shortly thereafter, one of the. 
brothers brought his young 
family to Pahokee while the 
other married a Pahokee girl 
and began his family with 
Pahokee roots. 
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The heritage of this family 
continues today in the Glades. 
Today, millions of crates of 
Glades grown Florida sweet 
corn, bearing any of a host of 
colorful labels, move north and 
west by rail and truck to north- 
ern and western markets and 
dinner tables. 

"Tonight's honorees were 
instrumental in the develop- 
ment, nurturing nd ultimate 
success of the Florida sweet 
corn industry" said Jones. 
"They were among a handful of 
farmers whose dynamic per- 
sonalities and imagination 
powered the Glades to become 
known and respected as the 
"Winter Vegetable Capitol of 
the World," said Jones. 

In the 1930s, the dominant 
crop was string beans, which 
were being cultivated from 
Bean City to Pahokee. The 
Glades was shipping approxi- 
mately 1,600 box cars of string 
beans. There was only 900 
acres of sugar cane being pro- 
duced at that time, 800 acres of 
which was produced in Canal 
Point. “Today,” said Jones, “the 
Glades produces more. than 
438,000 acres of sugar cane, 
14,000 acres of sod, 18,000 
acres of sweet corn, 3,000 acres 
of celery, and 2,750 acres of 
leafy vegetables. It contributes 
more than $750-million to the 
local economy.”

Legislature created the 


Central and Southern Florida 
Flood Control District (FCD) to 
act as the local spónsor for the 
project, operating and main- 
taining the water control net- 
work with funding from prox . 
erty taxes levied within the 
FCD boundaries. 

Throughout its history, this 
regional water resource agency 
evolved and grew primarily in 
response to population growth 
and development and the 
resulting impact on water 
resources. 

The Florida Water Resource 
Act of 1972 launched the most 
significant change in the 
State's approach to natural 
resource management. This 
legislation divided the state 
into\five regional Weter man- 
agement districts, greatly 
expanding the responsibility of. 
the existing FCD and estab- 


lishing water management di. ^ 


tricts throughout the state. 
This included a greater 
emphasis on water quality and 
environmental protection ini- 
tiatives. 

The FCD was renamed the 
South Florida Water 
Management District in 1976 
and- new boundaries were 
drawn to encompass th^ 
region’s primary watersheds. 

Since its beginning in 1949, 
the SFWMD has grown into a 
multi-faceted agency responsi- 
ble for ‘most water resource 
related issues from providing 
flood and water supply protec- 
tion for people living in cities 
and on farms, to restoring and 
managing natural ecosystems

`. ten by an international panel of 


. experts and endorsed by the 
National Institutes of Health. 
One disturbing statistic in a 
report I read was that of the 16 
million who have diabetes 
nationwide, eight million are 
undiagnosed..in other words, 
they have it but don't know 
that they have it. 

The new federally, endorsed 
guidelines recommend for the 
first time that all adults be 


> tested for diabetes by age 45 to 


try to catch the disease before it 
begins its insidious destruction. 
The aim is to get these people 
diagnosed and started on diets, 
exercise programs and possibly 
drug treatment before the dis- 
ease starts a cascade of compli- 


cations that eventually damage 
the eyes, heart, kidneys and 
nerves, Dr. James Gavin III, of 
the Howard: Hughes Medical 
Institute in Chevy Chase, Md., 
who headed the committee that 
drew up the guidelines, said 
“The earlier we diagnose dia- 
betes, the more likely we are to 
retard its progression and the 
development of complications.” 

Symptoms of diabetes can 
include excessive thirst, fre- 
quent urination and weight 
loss. A high level of sugar in the 
blood is the hallmark of dia- 
“betes of course, but the new 
thinking is that the disease 
begins its painless destruction 
at lower sugar levels than had 
been thought. Among the new 
guidelines: 

*Every adult should have a 
diabetes test every three years 
Starting at age 45. Those who 
get a high reading should have

the test repeated on another 
day. 

*Those at higher than usual 
risk may need to be tested ear- 
lier or more often. These 
include American Indians, 
Blacks, Asians; Hispanics and 
anyone who is overweight, or 
has high blood pressure, high 
cholesterol, or a strong family 
history of the disease. 

*The cutoff for declaring 
someone diabetic should be 


lowered from the current 140 


milligrams of glucose per 
deciliter of blood plasma to 126. 

*Doctors should abandon the 
categories of insulin-dependent 
and non-insulin-dependent dia- 
betes. Respectively, the terms 
"Type 1 (which pertains to what 
was once called juvenile dia- 
betes) and Type 2 (which tradi- 
tionally is known as adult- 
onset) should be used. 

*Contrary to earlier recom- 
mendations, pregnant women 
do. not need to' be tested rou- 
tinely if they are white, under 
25, of normal size and have no 
close family members with the 
disease. 

About 700,000 Americans 
have Type 1 diabetes; It usual- 
ly results from a malfunction of 
the system that 
destroys insulin producing cells 
in the pancreas. Victims typi- 
cally lose all ability to make 
insulin, often as children or 


immune 


lion people have Type 2 dia- 
betes. It is. most common 
among older people and may 
involve a combination of too lit- 
tle insulin production and the 
inability of the body to use 
insulin properly. If weight loss 
and exercise fail to bring the 
disease under control, it can be 
treated with a variety of pills or 
insulin injections. 

Another alarming "statistic 
{гот the American Diabetes 
Association estimates that 2.6 
million blacks, including one 
out of every four black women 
over 55, have diabetes in the 
U.S.A. It is the fourth leading 
cause of disease death in the 
United States, A recent survey 
found that although 79% of 
blacks consider diabetes a seri- 
ous disease, 53% don't think 
that they are at high risk for it. 
Fewer than 479» say there are 
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abetes

Dr. K. Osei from Ohio State 
University states that "if you 
exercise 15 to 20 minutes a day 
to the point of “breaking a 
sweat, three times a week, that 
will not only help prevent dia- 
betes, but that will’ help your 
cardiovascular system also.” 

Risk factors for diabetes 
include family history of din 
betes, poverty and obesity. 

Diabetes is a serious, chronic 
disease for all Americans. Be 
aware of the risk factors and ` 
symptoms and watch for signs 
that you or your loved ones may 
have this "silent" disease.

South Florida's subtropical 
extremes of hurricane, flood 
and drought, combined with 
efforts to populate this “new 
frontier", led the U.S. 
Congress to adopt legislation 
creating the Central and 
Southern Florida Flood 
Control Project (C & SF) in 
1948. 

The project’: в ргїтагу роа1 
was to serve the needs of the 
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region's ever-growing agricul- 
tural and urban populations 
and to protect and manage 
water resources. The U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers 
(COE) would, over the follow- 
ing decades, design and build a 
vast network of levees, canals 
and other improved waterways 
and water control structures, 
helping to “tame” the often 
unpredictable weather

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extremes of the region. 
* In 1949, the Florida 
Legislature created the 
Central and Southern Florida 
Flood Control District (FCD) to 
act as the local sponsor for the 
project, operating and main- 
taining the water control net- 
work with funding from prop_ 
erty taxes levied within the 
FCD boundarieà. 

Throughout its history, this 
regional water resource agency 
evolved and grew primarily in 
response to population growth 
and development and the 
resulting impact on water 
Tesources. 

The Florida Water Resource 
Act of 1972 launched the most 
significant change in the 
state’s approach to natural 
resource management. This 
legislation divided the state 
intó.fiVe regional Weter man- 
agement districts, greatly 
expanding the responsibility of. 
the existing FCD and estab- 
lishing water management di. 2 
tricts throughout the state. 
This included a greater 
emphasis on water quality and 
environmental protection ini- 
tiatives. 

The FCD was renamed the 
South Florida Water 
Management District in 1976 
and new boundaries were 
drawn to encompass th- 
region's primary watersheds. 

Since its beginning in 1949, 
the SFWMD has grown into a 
multi-faceted agency responsi- 
ble for most water resource 
related issues from providing 
flood and water supply protec- 
tion for people living in cities 
and on farms, to restoring and 
managing natural ecosystems

The néw federally endorsed 
guidelines recommend for the 
first time that all adults be 
tested for diabetes by age 45 to 
try to catch the disease before it 
begins its insidious destruction. 
The aim is to get these people 
diagnosed and started on diets, 
exercise programs and possibly 
drug treatment before the dis- 
ease starts a cascade of compli-

cations that eventually damage 
the eyes, heart, kidneys and 
nerves. Dr. James Gavin III, of 
the Howard Hughes Medical 
Institute in Chevy Chase,.Md., 
who headed the committee that 
drew up the guidelines, ‘said 
"The earlier we diagnose dia- 
betes, the more likely we are to 
retard its progression and the 
development of complications." 

Symptoms of diabetes can 
include excessive thirst, fre- 
quent urination and weight 
loss. A high level of sugar in the 
blood is the hallmark of dia- 
betes of course, but the new 
thinking is that the disease 
begins its painless destruction 
at lower sugar levels than had 
been thought. Among the new 
guidelines: 

*Every adult should have a 
diabetes test every three years 
starting at age 45. Those who 
get a high reading should have

Respectively, the terms 
Туре 1 (which pertains to what 
was once called juvenile dia- 
betes) and Type 2 (which tradi- 
tionally is known as adult- 
onset) should be used. 

*Contrary to earlier recom- 
mendations, pregnant. women 
do not need to be tested rou- 
tinely if they are white, under 
25, of normal size and have no 
close family members with the 
disease. 

About 700,000 Americans 
have Type 1 diabetes, It usual- 
ly results ffom a malfunction of 
the immune system that 
destroys insulin producing cells 
in the creas. Victims typi- 
cally lose all ability to make 
insulin, often as children or 
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young adults. About 15.3 mil- 
lion people have Type 2 dia- 
betes. It is 
among older people and may 
involve a combination of too lit- 
tle insulin production and the 
inability of the body to use 
insulin properly. If weight loss 
and exercise- fail to bring the 
disease under control, it can be 
treated with a variety of pills or 
insulin injections. 

Another alarming statistic 
from the American Diabetes 
Association estimates that 2.6 
million blacks, including one 
out of every four black women 
over 55, have diabetes in the 
U.S.A. It is the fourth leading 
cause of disease death in the 
United States. A recent survey 
found that although 79% of 
blacks consider diabetes a stri- 
ous disease, 53% don't think 
that they are at high risk for it. 
Fewer than 47% say'there are

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ways to avoid getting diabetes. 
Dr. K. Osei from Ohio State 
University states that "if you 
exercise 15 to 20 minutes a day 
to the point of breaking a 
sweat, three times a week, that 
will not only help prevent dia- 
betes, but that will help your 
cardiovascular system also." 

Risk factors for diabetes 
include family history of dia 
betes, poverty and obesity. 

Diabetes is a serious,.chronic 
disease for all Americans. Be 
aware of the risk factors and 
symptoms and watch for signs 
that you or your loved ones may 
have this "silent" disease.

Unsolved murder in Belle Glade 

“In a small town such as Belle Glade, Florida 
where murder is so common, Jennifer Monique 
McCloud, age 32 and the mother of two chil- 
dren, was not a concern of the Belle Glade 
Police Departibent until Ms. McCloud’s family 
contacted Channel 12 News station. Channel 
12 notified the police department of her disap- 
pearance, She was later found murdered in an 
area of Belle Glade commonly known as 
Raider's Quarter. Her murder was similar to 
the murder of approximately five other African 
American women, one of which was in the 
same area as Ms. McCloud. The investigation 
of these murders was overlooked because of the 
lifestyle these young women lived.— 

The situation is so very sad that there seems 
to be a variety of unsolved homicide investiga- 
tion cases concerning African American women 
in this community. My observation is that they 
are not considered as important as ever other 
citizens in this community. 

These cases are handled as if these African 
American women do not have a purpose in life. 
The people who are supposed to serve and pro-] 
tect us are forgetting that these women are 
mothers, daughters, sisters, aunts and more 
importantly human beings, regardless of their 
circum$tances or conditions. There are blood

younger children to hide the 
fact that they can't read 
Ф Ms. Sinclair feels that t 
children of this generation are 
not doing as well as they 
should. She feels there are 
many reasons for this: over- 
crowded classrooms, teachers 
who don't care, kids who don't. 
care, parents who don't care or 
are too busy to make sure their 
children are living up to their 
Ф ptential. The U.S. Department 
f Education says 1,057,920 
adults in Florida over age 20 
are functionally illiterate. 
According to projections from 
the U.S. Census Bureau, 


+. approximately 30% of Florida's 


adults have less than an 
eighth grade education. 
Sixty-eight percent of Florida 
soners cannot read. Illitera- 
growing faster than the 
U.S. population and in Florida 
the problem is even more acute 
because of the immigration of 
individuals who are not only 
illiterate in English, but in 
their own language as well. 

Ms. Sinclair feels that there 
is not enough interest in the 
Glades from Tallahassee. Pro- 
grams and funding are needed 
to get our children out of the 
fields. 

“Thesé children today have 
many more opportunities than

I did, but you have to be able 
to get to the coast,” she says. 
“Some folks just can’t do that 
when they’re trying to work, 
and raise their kids.” 

Ms. Sinclair is planning on 
speaking to the principals of 
the local schools to see if she 
may have the opportunity to 
speak to the students. She 
wants to remind them just how 
important their education is.

Her tutor, Enis 
Cushnie, a retired school 
teacher, tells stories of young 
men in the Virgin Islands, 
where she is originally from, 
going ahead to restaurants 
before going out on a date to 
memorize the menu so that 
they could order for their girl- 
friends. 

Many illiterate people come 
up with these “coping mecha- 
nisms” to hide their disability.

Sometimes the answer is 
right in front of us. For years, 
pilots reported seeing luminous 


displays flickering through the © 


upper regions of the night 
skies. Others claimed bright 
blue and red lights shooting 
from the tops of distant thun- 
derstorms. 

The scientific community 
said. “hogwash”, suggesting 
folks were seeing things that 
were not there. Yet, the stories 
and the sightings continued. 

Seven years ago John 
Winckler, a researcher at the 
University of Minnesota, set- 
tled the debate when he cap- 
tured one of these enigmatic 
phantoms on videotape. The 
strange lights did exist and, 
even more startling, Winckler 
claimed the luminoys display 
was actually a new form of 
lightning. 

Winckler’s announcement 
created a flurry of activity to 
document the high-altitude 
electrical phenomena. From 
coast to coast, scientists 
focused their video cameras at 
the tops of distant thunder- 
storms. The space shuttle was 
pressed into duty, asked to pho- 
tograph clouds from Earth 
orbit. 

Today, video sequences of 
well over one thousand of the 
newly discovered electrical 
events have been captured. The 
photographic evidence has cre-

ated a new appreciation of 
Mother Nature, suggesting 
that lightning is not restricted 
to the lower atmosphere. It 
appears that some lightning 
bolts literally touch the, top of 
the world. 

Scientists, perhaps a bit 
giddy over their new discovery, 
have given this new form of 
lightning unusual. names: red 
sprites and blue jets. In addi- 
tion, weather satellites have 
recently photographed two 
other types of unexpected emis- 
sions that appear to originate 
in thunderstorms. 

While researchers admit they 
don't know much about these 
new emissions, their knowl- 


edge of red sprites and blue jets ` 


continues to grow. Both emerge 
directly from the top of thun- 
derstorms and shoot upward at 
tremendous speeds through the 
stratosphere. 

The formation of red sprites 
апа blue jets are directly tied to

lightning bolts inside the thun- 
derstorm. Scientists have 
found that when a large, posi- 
tive cloud-to-ground lightning 
bolt forms, a red sprite or blue 
jet often shoots upwards from 
the storm. 5 

The red sprites, which аге 
predominately red, ` shoot 
upward at speeds estimated at 
3,000 miles per hour. High 
speed photometer measure- 
ments show the duration of a 
sprite is only a few microsec- 
onds. The blue jets are also 
short-lived phenomena that, as 
their name implies, are mostly 
blue. 

Your chances of seeing a blue 
jet or red sprite are pretty slim, 
even here in thunderstorm- 
happy Florida. Despite their 
names, (red sprites and blue 
jets are fairly dim and can only 
been seen with a lot of luck. 

You'll need a clear view of a 
distant thunderstorm. It must 
be completely dark and you 
must be patient. Sprites will be 
very, very brief flashes that will 
be difficult to follow. 

Still, if the right kind of 
storm is present and you're 
lucky, then scientists say you'll 
have a better chance of seeing a 
sprite than a shooting star. 

Meanwhile, scientists will 
continue their research on this 
new form of lightning while 
wondering what other secrets 
Mother Nature may hold.

Sometimes the answer is 
right in front of us. For years, 
pilots reported seeing luminous 
displays flickering through the 
upper regions of the night 
skies. Others claimed bright 
blue and red lights shooting 
from the tops of distant thun- 
derstorms. 
` The scientific community 
said “hogwash”, suggesting 
folks were seeing things that 
were not there. Yet, the stories 
and the sightings continued. 

Seven years ago John 
Winckler, a researcher at the 
University of Minnesota, set- 
tled the debate when he-cap- 
tured one of these enigmatic 
phantoms on videotape. The 
strange lights did exist and, 
even more startling, Winckler 
claimed the luminous display 
s actually a new form of 
lightning. 

Winckler’ announcement 
ated a flurry of activity to 
the high-altitude 
electrical phenomena. From 
coast to coast, scientists 
focused their video cameras 
the tops of distarit thund 
storms. The space shuttle was 
pressed into duty, asked to pho-

ated a new appreciation of 
Mother Nature, suggesting 
that lightning is hot restricted 
to the lower atmosphere. It 
appears that some lightning 
bolts literally touch the top of 
the world. 

Scientists, perhaps a bit 
giddy over their new discovery, 
have given this new form of 
lightning unusual names: red 
sprites and blue jets. In:addi- 
tion, weather satellites have 
recently photographed two 
other types of unexpected emis- 
sions that appear to originate 
in thunderstorms. 

While researchers admit they 
don't know much about these 
new emissions, their knowl- 
edge of red sprites and blue jets 
continues to grow. Both emerge 
directly from the top.of thun- 
derstorms and shoot upward at 
tremendous speeds through the 
stratosphere. 

The formation of red sprites 
and blue jets are directly tied to 


lightning bojts inside the thun- 
derstorm. Scientists have 
found that when a large, posi- 
tive cloud-to-ground lightning | 
bolt forms, a red sprite or blue 
jet often shoots upwards from 
the storm. 

The red sprites, which are 
predominately red, shoot 
upward at speeds estimated at 
3,000 miles per hour. High 
speed photometer measure- 
ments show the duration of a 
sprite is only a few microsec- 
onds. The blue jets are also 
short-lived phenomena that, as 1 
their name implies, are mostly 
blue. 

Your chancés of seeing a blue 
jet or red sprite are pretty slim, 
even here in thunderstorm- 
happy Florida. Despite their 
names, red sprites and blue 
jets are fairly dim and can only 
been seen with a lot of luck. 

You'll need a clear view of a 
distant thunderstorm. It must 
be completely dark and you 
must be patient. Sprites will be 
very, very brief flashes that will 
be difficult to follow. 

Still, if the right kind of 
storm is present and you're 
lucky, then scientists say you'll 
have a better chance of seeing a 
sprite than a shooting star. 

Meanwhile, scientists will 
continue their research on this 
new form of lightning while 
wondering what other secrets 
Mother Nature may hold.

4 Care and Treatment of Osteoarthritis 
Degenerative joint disease or osteoarthritis is the most common disease affecting weight bearing joints. It is characterized by progressive deterioration and loss of artic- 
ular cartilage. B 
While osteoarthritis can appear at any age, its incidence is greatest as a person ages - with greater than 50% of patients over age 65 having symptoms. In patients under 
30, it is frequently secondary to prior trauma or childhood disease. Common symptoms are pain (usually more with weiglit bearing), limping, and restricted motion 
(change in leg length or alignment). 2 
Corrective measures are helpful in reducing the symptoms. These“include weight loss, or the use of a cane, to reduce the stress across the joint. Rest reduces symptoms, 
but can cause muscle weakness. Physical therapy can help maintain muscle strength-and preserve motion. The application of heat or cold, taking anti-inflammatory 
medicatiomand intra-articular steroid injections all can help to reduce the symptoms of osteoarthritis. ч 
When these corrective measures fail, surgical treatment may then be indicated. Outpatient arthroscopic procedures to remove degenerative meniscle tears can marked- 
ly reduce symptoms of pain and motion restrictions. For more advanced cases, an osteotomy (cutting of the bone) can be performed to improve alignment and perfor- 
mance of the joint. : : 3 Я 
Another surgical option for very severe arthritis of the hip, especially in young patients, is an arthrodesis (fusion) in-which the painful motion is eliminated. However,
